In reply I beg to say that while the Board proposes to secure adequate protection for its 
exhibits, and for Government property, it is impossible at present to state what that protection 
will be. It is customary to depend upon the Exposition police in matters of this kind, and it is 
found to be better that the entire responsibility should be placed upon one organization than upon 
several. We are, however, as yet unable to secure a definite assurance that all the force we need 
will be at our service. In case we fail to secure what is desired, we shall apply for soldiers, and as 
a last resort shall probably employ watchmen of our own. Before the receipt of your letter, I had 
consulted with Mr. Stocks, representing the Treasury Department, in regard to this very matter, 
and had recommended that some one or two people, responsible to himself or to you, be sent 
along with the property, leaving to the Board and to the authorities the duty of furnishing the 
muscular backing necessary to insure safety. 

It is my opinion that the cases should be put in place, and all arrangements for 
installation, such as your (my) experience and responsibility may suggest, should be completed 
before the first of May - and earlier if possible - ; but that the coins themselves should be 
retained in your possession until the guardianship matter is determined. 

Everything is being done to push these matters to a conclusion, but with the vast pressure 
of affairs upon the Exposition authorities at this time, it is difficult to get them to give immediate 
attention.
